A LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
L\  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
■otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  ■ Act, — shall  reipiire  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
apjilication  and,  where  the  ajiplication  refers  to  any 
projiosed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
vvork,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
such  notice  to  be  publislied  as  follows: — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one  news- 
paper publislied  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspa[ier 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published.

E.\tr.\ct.s  fro.m  Rules  of  the  Senate  and  House 
OF  COMMON.S,  REL.ATING  TO  PrIV.VTE  BiLLS. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  appli- 
cants or  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz. ; — In  the  Canada 
Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
publi.slied  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  publi.shed.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  When 
a Bill  is  to  operate  in  more  than  one  Province,  Terri- 
tory or  District  the  notice  shall  be  published  in  the 
Canada  Gazette  and  in  a leading  newspaper  in  each 
Province,  Territory  or  District  in  which  the  Bill  is  to 
operate.  All  notices  shall  be  continued  for  a period  of 
at  least  two  months  during  the  interval  of  time 
between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and 
the  consideration  of  the  petition.  Marked  copies  of 
fall)  the  newspapers,  endorsed  “ Application  for  Pri- 
vate Bill,”  containing  the  fir.«t  and  last  insertion  of 
such  notice  shall  be  sent  to  the  Clerk  of  each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll  bridge  the  notice  shall  also  state  the  proposed 
rates  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure,  the  height 
of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers,  etc. 

A copy  of  the  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  in  which  the  Bill  is  to  originate  at  least 
eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  Parliament,  with  a 
sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  translating  and  printing  the* 
same  ; and  a further  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  and 
the  cost  of  printing  the  Act  with  the  Statutes  will  be 
levied  immediately  after  the  second  reading  of  the 
Bill. 

Petitions  for  Private  Bills  must  be  presented  in  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  within  the  first  three 
weeks  of  the  session. 

Private  Bills  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Senate 
or  House  of  Commons  within  the  first  four  weeks  of 
the  session.

COM.MONS. 

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  the  clamses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  .such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts 
incorporating  railway  companies,  sliall  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by  the  House, 
copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  and,  when  revised  by  the  proper 
officer,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full,  with  the  amendments  in- 
serted in  their  pro]jer  places  and  between  brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance 
with  these  rules  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to 
be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application. 

A certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any 
proposed  line  of  railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or 
authorized  works  of  a similar  cliaracter  within,  or  in 
any  \vay  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 


work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the 
amount  of  capital  proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  undei-- 
taking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  raise 
the  same  shall  be  filed  ■with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 

Special  Order  of  the  Hou.se  of  Commons. 

Resol ced,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a 
copy  of  the  new  Rule  49  sent  to  those  persons  giving 
notice  in  the  Canada  Gazette  of  their  intention  to 
apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a Private  Bill, 
together  with  a notification  that  the  said  i-ule  M'ill  be 
strictly  adhered  to  for  the  future  : — 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received 
by  the  House  ■within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the 
session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only  be  presented  to 
the  Hou.se  within  the  first /our  itseeks  of  the  session, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which 
any  Private  Bill  may  be  referred  to  consider  and 
report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  convenient  speed. 

2.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on 
Private  Bills,  in  the  event  of  promoters  not  being 
ready  to  proceed  with  their  mea.sures  when  tlie  same 
have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for 
consideration  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measure 
sliall  be  reported  back  to  the  House  fortlnvith, 
together  with  a statement  of  the  facts  and  with  the 
recommendation  that  such  Bill  be  withdrawn.

;1.  For  the  purpose  of  forming  a sinking  fund  for 
the  ]iayment  of  the  said  debt  and  the  jiayment  of  the 
interest  thereon,  at  the  rate  aforesaid,  as  the  same 
becomes  due,  there  shall  be  raised  and  levied  as  fol-

be  levied  and  collected  in  each  and  every  year  at  the

principal  sum  at  the  end  of  any  year  thereafter,  the 
amount  to  be  determined  as  follows  : — 

The  present  value  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum  com- 
pound interest  of  the  several  payments  to  be  made 
annually  by  such  applicant,  at  the  time  of  his  applica- 
tion, shall  be  determined,  and  such  value  shall  be  the 
amount  of  commutation  money  to  be  paid  by  such  per- 
son, and  upon  payment  of  such  sum  the  levying  of  the 
special  rate  upon  real  estate  property  of  such  person 
shall  at  once  cease  and  determine. 

Provided  any  amounts  paid  under  this  clause  shall 
be  invested  according  to  the  provisions  relating  to  the 
investment  of  the  City  Sinking  Fund. 

5.  The  said  Corporation  reserve  the  right  to  pur- 
chase from  time  to  time  any  or  all  of  the  said  deben- 
tures.

7.  That  the  debt  of  two  thousand  six  hundred  and 
sixty-six  dollars  and  seventy  cents  (.§2,60(1.70)  to  be 
created  on  the  security  of  the  special  rate  hereinbefore 
settled,  is  hereby  further  guaranteed  by  the  Corpora- 
tion of  the  City  of  Vancouver  at  large. 

That  this  liy-law  shall  come  into  force  and  take 
effect  on  Friday,  the  second  day  of  November,  1894.

WHEREAS  it  is  deemed  expedient  for  the  better 
jirotection  of  the  health  of  the  City,  and  the 
enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  the  said  Jly-law  No.
